and $38,000,000, The company and 
the Navy have denied the charges. 
Moffett Discloses Letter. 

“I state emphatically that the 
so-called overcharge is downright 
fraud and urge it to be prosecuted 
as such,” Moffett said in a letter 
to Attorney Genera! Tom Clark. 
Moffett made the letter public. 

“The fraud is continuing, and if 
permitted to continue at the pres- 
ent rate it will amount to approxi- 
mately $150,000,000 rather than 
$38,500,000,” Moffett told Clark. 

Moffett told reporters that “mis- 
statements” used to magnify the 
importance of Arabian oil to the 
United States had involved this 
country “in a dangerous interna- 
tional situation between the Mos- 
lems and the Jews.” 

Moffett is a former vice presi- 
dent of the Standard Oil Com- 
panies of New Jersey and Cali- 
fornia. He was Federal Housing 
Administrator at one time. 

Background of Suit. 

In 1941 two American oil com- 
panies sent Moffett to see Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and his Cabinet in 
an effort to get the United States 
to pay $6,000,000 a year to King 
Ibn Saud of Arabia. The King, 
who had granted exclusive oil 
concessions to the American com- 
panies, had demanded that the 
companies pay him this sum an- 
nually for five years—a total of 
$30,000,000, The oil companies told 
President Roosevelt they could 
not “stand the drain.” The end 
result was that millions were ad- 
vanced to King Ibn Saud by the 
British Government under an ar- 
rangement negotiated by the 
United States. Later, the United 
States took over this responsi- 
bility and started lend-lease to 
Saudi Arabia. In all, the United 
States advanced $99,000,000 to 
King Ibn Saud. :

Bureau Says April Spurt

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WASHINGTON, May 21 (AP)— 
Living costs, as measured by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, in- 
creased to the highest point yet 
in April. 

In another Government report, 


the Federal Reserve Board said 
yesterday that inflationary pres- 
sure will be stronger in the last 
half of the year than in the first 
half. It said price increases will 
be hard to foreatall, 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
said a spurt in prices in April 
“more than offset the decline that 
occurred from January to March.” 

Prices Up 14 Pct. 

The consumers’ price index in- 
creased 1.4 per cent in the month, 
to a record 169.3 per cent of the 
price average of 1935-39. 

At this point it was 8.4 per cent 
above a year ago, 27 per cent 
above June 1946, when wartime 
OPA controls ended, and 71.9 per 
cent above the August 1939 start 
of World War II.

The Federal . Reserve : Board 
forecast on inflation was.in the 
board’s monthly bulletin: It said 
prospects are that the Govern- 
ment will be over-spending its in- 
come in the last half of 1948, in 
marked contrast with the first 
half of the year, and that this 
will bring an increase in the 
money supply. 

More Money to Lend. 

Banks will have more money to 
lend and an incentive to “expand 
their lending on an aggressive 
basis” at a time when reported 
business expansion plans promise 
a strong demand for bank loans, 
it said. 

With production already at near 
capacity levels, demand strong for 
limited supplies of many materials 
and goods, and large expenditures 
for military purposes in prospect, 
“it would be difficult to avoid fur- 
ther increases in prices,” the bul- 
letin said. 

“Restraint on bank credit ex- 
pansion would be desirable so that 
monetary expansion would not 
add unnecessarily to inflationary 
pressures,” it added, noting that 
the board has asked Congress for 
new powers to restrain bank 
lending. 


TWO-COLOR RADAR 
TO REDUCE FLYING 
HAZARDS DISPLAYED

NUTLEY, N. J., May 21 (INS) 
—Trans-continental and inter- 
hemispheric television transmis- 
sion, by means of microwaves, 
is within reaching distance of sci- 
ence, it was reported yesterday at 
the dedication of one of the 
world’s oddest telecommunica- 
tions laboratories. . 

This laboratory is an alumiaum- 
sheathed tower, more than 300 
feet high, constructed by the Fed- 
eral Telecommunication Laborato- 
ries, research unit of the Interna- 
tional Telephone and Telegraph 
Corp. 

In its top three floors is housed 
equipment which, if placed in sim- 
Har towers spaced at strategic in- 
tervals across lands and seas, 
would perhaps enable a television 
set owner in New York to see 
events in Tokyo or bring Mos- 
cow’s Red Square into California 
homes, 

The modernistic tower also 
houses a remarkable new develop- 
ment in radar. This is a device 
which enables a plane to measure 
its distance from a similar tower 
to the accuracy of one-tenth of a 
mile. f 

The new radar development is 
called “two-color radar“ and is 
just that. A small sending device 
on approaching planes shows up 
as a colored light on the radar 
screen, 

Hereafter, planes stacked up on 
a fog-blanketed landing field, will 
be easily located by the control 
tower. The collision hazard would 
decrease for the tower can readily 
spot the circling plane which is 
in the best position to come in for 
a landing. In wartimes, friendly 
planes could be spotted by their 
color; enemy planes by their lack 
of color—though neither would be 
visible without radar.

DISPUTE FAILS 


4-Day Meeting Breaks Up 
Court Order Against 
Strike Expires May 29 


Unless Renewed. 


WASHINGTON, May 21 (AP)-— 
Negotiations to settle the 11- 
month old railroad labor dispute 
broke up in failure today. 

No further meetings are sched- 
uled, it was announced after four 
days of talks between railroad op- 
erators and heads of the engineers, 
firemen and switchmen. 

Alvanley Johnston, head of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi. 
neers, told reporters: 

“We've been endeavoring to 
reach an agreement with the rail- 
roads and we have failed. I do 
not care to comment beyond that.” 

The court order against a strike 
will run out May 29—unless re- 
newed. 

D. P. Loomis, representing the 
western railroad companies, told 
reporters when today's fruitless 
session ended: 

„Let's put it this way. The 
railroads are not willing to go 
beyond the recommendations of 
the President’s fact-finding board. 
The employes are not willing to 
accept that report.” 

The President’s board recom- 
mended a wage increase of 15% 
cents an hour and certain changes 
in working rules. Most of the 
changes would increase “take 
home” pay. The unions first 
asked for a 30 per cent wage in- 
crease, but agreed finally to the 
15% cents proposed by the Presi- 
dent’s board if additional rules 
changes were granted. 


FARLEY PREDICTS WALLACE 
WILL GET 5 MILLION VOTES 


BOSTON, May 21 (UP)—James 
A. Farley, former Postmaster Geh- 
eral, predicts Henry A. Wallace 
will poll 5,000,000 presidential votes 
this fall—75 per cent of them at 
the expense of the Democratic 
party. 

Nevertheless, Farley expects 
President Truman to be elected 
despite “terrific inroads” by the 
third party in New York, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Illinois, 
Michigan and Massachusetts. 

Farley told reporters last night 
he believes Senator Arthur H.

Kills Bill Which Gave 
Senators Power to 
Have FBI Check on 
Officials, 


WASHINGTON, May 21 (AP)— 
The Senate today upheld President 
Truman’s veto of a bill which 
would have permitted qualified 
Senators to order a Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation inquiry on 
key atomig energy appointees, 

The vote was 47 to 29, four votes 
less than the two-thirds majority 
necessary to override the veto. 

Republican Senators Wayne L. 
Morse of Oregon and William 
Langer of North Dakota joined 27 
Democrats in voting to sustain the 
President. Nine Democrats voted 
with 38 Republicans to over-ride 
the veto. 

Senators Donnell and Kem of 
Missouri and Senators Brooks of 
Tilinols, all Republicans, voted to 
override the veto. Senator Lucas 
(Dem.), Illinois, voted to sustain 
the veto. 

The action kills the bill. 

Truman in his veto had called 
the measure “wholly unnecessary 
and unwise.” He said its enact- 
ment would be “an unwarranted 
encroachment of the legislative 
upon the executive branch” of the 
Government. He termed it “im- 
practical” in disapproving it last 
Saturday. 

The Chief Executive said he 
fully recongized his obligation to 
obtain the facts about anyone he 
named to the atomic posts. Every 
facility available, including the 
FBI, is utilized to obtain those 
facts, he said. 

The Senate originally passed the 
bill April 12 by voice vote. The 
House approved it May 3 by unani- 
mous consent. 

Senator Knowland (Rep.), Cali- 
fornia, was author of the bill. 
Knowland had called its enact- 
ment essential to the national se- 
curity. 

Senator McMahon (Dem.), Con- 
necticut, who was the principal 
author of the Atomic Energy Act, 
had told the Senate the Knowland 
bill “isn’t constitutional, it isn’t 
wise, it isn’t necessary.” 

Prior to the Senate vote, Sena- 
tor Hickenlooper (Rep.), Iowa, 
chairman of the Joint Congres- 
sional Atomic Energy Committee, 
conferred with FBI’ Director John 
Edgar Hoover. 

Hickenlooper would not discuss 
their talk but told a reporter it 
had nothing to do with atomic 
legislation before the Senate, 


‘Death Seat’ Spot Beside Driver 
Of Auto, Plastic Surgeon Says 


CHICAGO, May 21 (AP) — The 
“death seat” in an automobile is 
the front seat spot beside the 
driver, a Detroit plastic surgeon 


said today. The driver is in the 
safest place, protected by the 
steering wheel, he added. 
Writing in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association, Dr. 
Claire L. Straith, chief of the plas- 
tic surgery division, Harper Hos- 
pital, Detroit, made this report: 
Guest passengers in the front 
seat beside the driver are injured 
three times as often as the driver. 


In a study of 50 consecutive pa- 
tients with facial injuries from 
auto accidents, 70 per cent were 
young women and girls riding in 
the front geat next to the driver. 

A study of Detroit Police De- 
partment accident records showed 
that in 219 accidents involving 
multiple occupants, 260 passengers 
but no drivers were injured. 

To reduce the danger to the 
front seat passenger he advocated 
removal of all cranks, knobs, drop 
down ash trays and sharp ledges 
from the dash board and their 
replacement with rubber padding.

MOSCOW, May 21 (UP)—The 
Government newspaper Izvestia 
said today that the western Euro- 
pean union formed by Britain, 
France, Belgium, The Netherlands 
and Luxembourg could not be ac- 
cepted as a regional agreement 
within the framework of the Unit- 
ed Nations. 

The newspaper said the pact 
was formed without United Na- 
tions participation and is not di- 
rected against former enemy 
states such as Germany. 

Both of these conditions are de- 
manded by the Charter of the 
United Nations before recognition 
can be granted, according to the 
Soviet newspaper. 

“The western military union is 
directed not so much against pos- 
sible aggression from Germany as 
against other states which are 
members of the United Nations, 
particularly the U.S. S. R., about 
which the English and French 
press writes openly,” Izvestia said.

„Every mention of Germany in 
the agreement on the Western 
union is only a formal one be- 
cause the states in the union are 
actively co-operating with western 
Germany in all economic measures 
and the Marshall plan, which is 
in reality the base of their mili- 
tary union.” 

Izvestia quoted no authority for 
its claim that United Nations par- 
ticipation in regional agreements 
was necessary for United Nations 
recognition, 

Izvestia said the “spirit” of the 
charter’s article 53 dictated that 
regional arrangements “must” be 
directed only against enemy states. 

Izvestia ridiculed a resolution by 
Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, calling for changes in the 
veto power in the U.N. The news- 
paper called the resolution a “clan- 
destine” attempt to revise the 
U.N, Charter and to use the U.N, 
as a “cover” for United States 
imperialism.

in jail for contempt of Congress. 

The high-salaried script writers 
are John Howard Lawson and 
Dalton Trumbo. They remained 
at liberty under bonds of $1000 
each, pending appeals, 

They were convicted of con- 
tempt for refusing to tell the 
House Un American Activities 
Committee whether they were or 
ever had been members of the 
Communist party. In addition, 
Trumbo was found guilty by a 


United States district court jury 
of a second charge of refusing to 
say whether he belonged to the 
Screen Writers’ Guild, 

Liable to 2-Year Term. 

Because of his conviction on 
two counts, Trumbo had been li- 
able to a maximum penalty of 
$2000 fine and two years in jail, 

Judge David A. Pine sentenced 
Trumbo. Ho said he considered 
the Trumbo case one transaction, 
and therefore imposed sentence 
on only the one count. 

Judge Edward M. Curran sen- 
tenced Lawson. He denied Law- 
son’s motion for a new trial. 

Both judges allowed the de- 
fendants to read statements. 
Trumbo, $80,000-a-year script 
writer, author of “A Guy Named 
Joe” and other movies, said he 
felt the Communist question put 
to him was “a direct attack upon 
the secrecy of the ballot and 
hence upon the Constitution it- 
self.”

Trumbo and Lawson are the 
first of 10 accused Hollywood 
writers to be convicted and sen- 
tenced for contempt of the House 
committee.

Out at Wilson Plants. 


CHICAGO, May 21 (AP) — An 
end of the 67-day-old nation-wide 
meat strike at most of the major 
packing plants appeared imminent 
today. 


The CIO United Packing House 
Workers’ strike director predicted 
that the rank-and-file vote on pro- 
posals to end the work stoppage— 
on company terms—would favor 
immediate return to all plants ex- 
cept Wilson & Co. 

across the country last 
night voted by secret ballot on the 
settlement proposals to end the 
strike, which has been marked by 
Violence at several livestock cen- 
ters. Results were expected to 
be announced today at the union’s 
national headquarters here. 

Herbert March, directing the 
strike of about 100,000 workers 
who quit their jobs March 16 after 
a dispuate over wages, said the 
union had recommended strikers 
to vote against returning to work 
at Wilson, one of the major pack- 
ers. He predicted the vote would 
be close for returning to work at 
plants operated by three other ma- 
jor packers, Swift, Cudahy and 
Armour. , 

9 Cents an Hour Pay Rise. 

The strikers voted on the ac- 
ceptance of a 9-cent hourly wage 
increase, retroactive to the March 
16 strike call;, retention of all 
Seniority rights, and arbitration 
with the company on possible dis- 
charge of workers accused of un- 
lawful acts in the prolonged work 
stoppage. 


Union headquarters said the 5 


vote was taken by companies and 
that the wishes of the majority 
employed by each struck concern 


would be obeyed. For instance, 1 8 


the Omaha local of one company 
should vote to go back to work 
while in other cities the employes 
rejected the settlement, the strike 
would continue in Omaha and all 
other plants of that company. 

The struck packers operate 
about 100 plants in 44 cities, 

The 9%-cent-an-hour pay boost 
was the original offer made by the 
packers and also had been recom- 
mended by a presidential fact- 
finding board. The union, which 
had demanded a boost of 29 cents 
an hour, rejected the original 
offer. It had been accepted by 
AFL and independent union work- 
ers, who remained on the job. 

March said the union recom- 
mended strikers to vote against 
returning to Wilson plants be- 
cause the company’s proposals 
“would mean the destruction of 
our union.” He said the company 
has ingisted it reserve the right 
to re-employ all strikers and said 


it would not rehire workers 
charged with unlawful acts.

payments had not been in error 
and that taxpayers had neither 
claimed nor received refund pay- 
ments. 

The auditor emphasized that the 
fraudulent withdrawals had been 
possible only because of an “obso- 
lete” bookkeeping system and said 
they likely would not occur in fu- 
ture, as a modern system, aug- 
mented by business machines, had 
been installed. 

He said he found 45 instances 
of fake refunds, ranging from 
$3.18 to $447. Largest such with- 
drawal found by Benson, which 
he had described in a partial re- 
port last June, was $1500, made 
in the name of a rea) estate firm. 

Benson said he expected to be 
reimbursed by a bonding firm for 
his payments to cover the short- 
ages.

An inventory of the estate of 
Baroness Alma van der Borch van 
Velwolde, formerly Alma Orthwein 


jof St. Louis, filed in Clayton yes- 


terday, showed a value of $18,953. 
This, however, was only the un- 
assigned portion of her holdings, 
which were estimated as exceed- 
ing $400,000. 

The baroness, who died in Mon- 
treux, Switzerland, Feb. 19, estab- 
lished trusts in her lifetime to 
provide annuities totaling $20,000 
to relatives, friends and servants, 
all living abroad. The distribu- 
tion of these annuities was fixed 
by her will, filed at Clayton March 
5. After the deaths of the bene- 
ficiaries, the principal of the trust 
funds is to form a scholarship 
fund for needy collége students in 
St. Louis, as a memorial to her 
son, William Pablo Feraldo. 

The holdings shown in the in- 
ventory will be added to the as- 
sets of the trust funds, which, 
because they were established in 
her lifetime, were not included in 
the inventory. Of the sum named, 


$18,030 was in stocks, listed at 
par, the holdings being small and 
diversified; $887 was in miscel- 
laneous belongings, and $35 cash. 
Baroness Van Verwolde was the 
daughter of the late William J. 
Orthwein, grain dealer. who re- 
moved from St. Louis to Switzer- 
land in 1902. She was a cousin 
of William R. and Percy J. Orth- 
wein of St. Louis.

A Basic Right Wins 


A far-reaching victory has been won for the 
people of Illinois in their Supreme Court. 

Under pressure of public and professional 
legal opinion, the Illinois Supreme Justices have 
issued a rule which breathes new life into the 
basic right of an accused person to be repre- 
sented by a lawyer. Lacking guarantee of this 
right, other trial rights. such as speedy and 
public trial with witnesses before an impartial 
jury can be canceled out. 

In recent years at least the Illinois Supreme 
Court's tightly-held policy has been that an ac- 
cused person is entitled to counsel, as a matter 
of right, in imprisonment cases only if he knows 
enough to ask for counsel. Reversing this, the 
Illinois tribunal now goes all the way in guaran- 
teeing the right to counsel in all future cases. 

To many citizens it will come as a matter of 
surprise that all courts do not automatically pro- 
vide counsel for accused persons who cannot 
provide it for themselves. It seems axiomatic 
that a layman is not competent to guide himself 
through the intricacies of court procedure. 

Federal courts recognize this need and always 
provide counsel. The need is greater in state 
courts if for no other reason than that state 
courts handle more criminal cases than federal 
courts do. Yet states like Illinois and Pennsyl- 
vania, through their failure to guarantee coun- 
sel, have caused the United States Supreme 
Court to be swamped with state appeals. 

— * + 


Unfortunately, the Supreme Justices in Wash- 
ington have failed to protect this fundamental 
trial right against watering down by the states. 
The position of the Supreme Court is hard to 
establish. It has sided with accused persons who 
had no counsel in Tomkins vs. Missouri (1945) 
and De Meerleer vs. Michigan (1947), It has 
sided against defendants in Betts vs, Brady 
(1942) and Foster and Payne vs. Illinois (1947). 

For this reason it is doubly gratifying when a 
state, through its own action, guarantees right 
to counsel, This is what Missouri did after the 
Tomkins decision and what Illinois now does, in 


the wake of the Marino decision, last December. . 


The change in Illinois is so sweeping that the 
essentials of the new rule deserve attention. In 
all criminal cases which may result in a peniten- 
tiary sentence, the order provides that if an ac- 
cused person is not represented by a lawyer at 
the time of arraignment, the trial court shall 
advise him that he has the right to be defended. 
If the accused desires counsel and cannot em- 
ploy a lawyer, the rule requires the court to 
appoint competent counsel, The new rule fur- 
ther provides that the request of an accused to 
waive counsel shall not be approved until it is 


found in open court by inquiry by the judge 


that the accused understands the charge and the 
consequences if found guilty. Should a waiver 
of counsel be approved, the questions the judge 
asks and the answers of the defendant will be- 
come part of the common law record in the case. 

A particularly desirable provision is that in 
no case shall a minor under the age of 18 be 
allowed to plead guilty unless he has counsel. 

All groups and individuais, including repre- 
sentatives of the ois and other bar associa- 
tions, who worked to bring about this new rule 
deserve the thanks of the people of Illinois. The 
Sixth Amendment’s guarantee of an accused to 
have the assistance of counsel” and the similar 
provision of the Constitution of Illinois, now 
mean something in that state. 

+ * * 

This rule, once it takes effect, will prevent 
right -to-counsel cases from arising in the future. 
But it does nothing for the many persons now 
held in Illinois prisons who say that they were 
sentenced without protection of counsel. For 
them a companion rule is needed. 

The companion rule should set out the pro- 
cedure whereby an imprisoned victim of the IIli- 
nois “merry-go-round,” such as Clarence Shoff- 
ner,/can have his case against Illinois’ past 
procedure adequately heard and satisfied. Shoff- 
ner is the man who, though illiterate, was sent 
to prison 17 years ago without counsel for an 
alleged theft of $10.50 worth of clothing. 

For years the only hope of indigent prisoners 
in Illinois has been that lawyers who believe in 
the preservation of trial rights might take up 
these feeless cases in a desire to right wrongs. 

Let the Illinois Supreme Court, acting on the 
advice of the bar representatives who guided 
the bench on the rule now issued, proceed to 
promulgate a companion rule for the cases of 
imprisoned persons. Let it cut through what 
Justice Rutledge in the Marino case so aptly 
called Illinois’ “labyrinth of blind alleys.” Then 
the Justices at Springfield, however belatedly, 
will round out their job in fine fashion. 

This reversal by the Illinois Supreme Court is 
particularly gratifying to the Post-Dispatch. Six 
years ago we denounced the United States Su- 
preme Court’s failure to protect the right to 
counsel in the case of the indigent Maryland 
farm hand, Smith Betts. We have followed this 
issue closely ever since. We intend to follow it 
closely until that unfortunate decision is ex- 
pressly overruled from the bench which handed 
it down. . 
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Mayor Moerlien Cleans Up 

Law and order hit the jackpot in Granite City 
on Wednesday. For a long time, the gambling 
gentry of Madison county have been the bene- 
ficiaries of a “system” under which State’s At- 
torney C. W. Burton files informations against 
them three times a year, and three times a year 
they come into court and pay their fines. 

On Wednesday, however, Granite City’s Mayor 
Moerlien took a hand in this game. He was in 
court when 22 of the gamblers appeared on one 
of their thrice-yearly visitations. Me recognized 
four of them as cigar-store “bookies” operating 
in Granite City. Forthwith, he issued search 
warrants to Police Chief Burnett. The pay- 
off: five handbooks raided, 20 persons arrested, 
three truckloads of equipment confiscated, and 
the last word still to be pronounced next Mon- 
day by Justice of the Peace R. H. Larner. 

“We are going to run our own city and not 
depend on the State’s Attorney,” commented 
Mayor Moerlien. Other municipal authorities 
in the county might play their cards in the 
same way. And the Attorney General of IIli- 
nois might well take a little time to study State’s 
Attorney Burton’s “system.” It might occur to 
him that, like Mayor Moerlien, he can beat it. 
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Progress in Radio Commercials 

In narrowing the time limits on commercials 
still further, the radio industry is recognizing 
that good taste is good business. 

The reduction is fractional, but it is a fractio 
in the right direction. Former regulations of 
the National Association of Broadcasters set up 
limits of 144 minutes in five at night, and in 
daytime the maximums ranged from 144 min- 


. utes in five to nine minutes out of an hour-long 


program. The new regulations reduce the night- 
time five-minute limits by a third, to one minute, 
ö

and the daytime maximums run from 1% min- 
utes out of five to seven minutes for hour-long 
shows. , ~~ 

This is still, proportionately, quite a good deal 
of time to be devoted to advertising. As time 
goes on, it ought to be successively reduced, and 
observance of these still-far-from-ideal regula- 
tions ought to spread out to more and more sta- 
tions. At present the limits on commercials, be- 
ing entirely voluntary, are complied with mostly 
on the bigger stations, and non-network stations 
largely ignore them. 

Radio commercials should be able to give ad- 
vertisers their money’s worth without being an- 
noyingly windy or misplaced. The latter con- 
sideration is particularly important in newscasts, 
for interruptions of accounts of important news 
events by trivial commercials—plug-uglies, as 
they are called—are especially grating. 

While radio has come of age, the crudity of 
some of its advertising methods is still as raw 
as were its engineering techniques in the days 
of the crystal set. The National Association of 
Broadcasters is pointing the way to methods that 
will create more good will among the great 
listening audience. 
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Housing for Slum Dwellers 

Real estate interests are agalnst federally- 
financed homes for slum dwellers, even though 
they themselves will not and cannot supply such 
homes because there is no profit in them. 

This was demonstrated again when John C. 
Thompson, president of the Mortgage Bankers’ 
Association, denounced the Taft-Ellender- 
Wagner bill’s provision for federal low-rental 
housing. The disregard for those most in need 
of decent shelter and least able to pay for it was 
there, even though it was covered up by the sug- 
gestion that projects for their benefit ought to 
be left to the cities and states. 

Working in co-operation with such private in- 
terests as the large insurance companies, munici- 
palities can do much to rid themselves of their 
slums. An excellent example is the proposal to 
clear the blighted area between Fourteenth 
street and Grand boulevard. But such projects 
will not house those whom they will displace. 
These and all others who cannot pay enough 
rent must be helped by subsidized rental housing. 

One quick look at the financial statement of 
almost any large American city is enough to 
show that the municipalities cannot afford such 
subsidies. It is too much to expect most states, 
with their rural-dominated legislatures, to take 
sufficient interest in the problem. And certainly 
the members of the Mortgage Bankers’ Associa- 
tion would not think of putting their money into 
such construction; nor should they. 

The T-E-W bill makes a very modest provision 
for the low-income group, considering the im- 
mense aid it offers to the kind of housing out of 
which the real estate people can make a profit. 
If this group is not more decently housed, the 
slums will be an ever greater threat to the 
values of non-slum real estate. They will bring 
on higher and higher taxes, and deeper and 
deeper deficits. They will continue as spread- 
ing seed-beds of crime and disease. 

In offering funds for the fight against these 
community cancers, the Federal Government is 


not pushing itself into municipal affairs. Beyond 


making a few reasonable stipulations as to the 
manner in which its money is to be used, Wash- 
ington leaves matters,in the hands of local hous- 
ing authorities.

What could be more romantic than the notion 
that America’s favorite bandit, posing as one 
Thomas Howard, was not shot in the back of the 
head on that fateful day in St. Joe? What could 
be more thrilling than the suggestion that he 
turned soldier of fortune, and even managed to 
get into Canada’s World War I Army, that haven 
of adventurers, when he was nearing 70? What 


could be more touching than the thought of this 


man, still keen of eye, regretting his misdeeds, 
but warming his heart with memories of the 
days when he fought with Quantrill’s guerrillas 
for the gloriously lost cause?

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Sweden Holds the Middle Road

Adopting ideas from all political systems, Sweden has gained social 
reforms and advanced living standards; private business, public en- 
terprises and co-operatives are-all vigorous; a sympathetic observer 
thinks it may become the last conservative stronghold in Europe. 


Colston E. Warne, Amherst Professor, in Current History 


Sweden affords vivid evidence of the 
Progress that a nation can make in the 
absence of war. In more than a century 
of peace, it has, without illusions of gran- 
deur, built its own way of life for its 
six and a half million people. As com- 
pared with other European countries, it 


remains relatively conservative, plotting .« 


its well-known middle course. 

As a nation, t remains the meeting 
ground between the two principal con- 
testing economic philosophies of our day. 
It takes elements from each and carefully 
guides its political policies so that it will 
become the slave of neither. Possessed 
of substantial resources of iron ore and 
lumber and of a large steel and machine 
tool industry, it has been able to build 
satisfactory international trade relation- 
ships, a high standard of living, and to 
develop social and cultural institutions 
that are the envy of the world. 


Press Opposes the Government 


The nation is now under a Socialist 
government which is instituting plans for 
the attainment of an even higher living 
standard. Its brand of Socialism, how- 
ever, still leaves room for private and co- 
operative ventures to serve as a yard- 
atick” of Socialist efficiency. 

Most of the Swedish press is stoutly in 
opposition to the present Socialist Govern- 
ment. The conservatives wish weakened 
price control, higher interest rates and 
curtailment of welfare programs, such as 
the extensive system of children’s allow- 
ances. The Government is, nevertheless, 
pressing ahead with its ideal. 

Since 1935, the Sweden Socialists have 
made real strides. Plans are under way 
‘to eradicate all slums and extensive sub- 
sidies are being employed for low-cost 
housing. They take great pride in their 
system of children’s allowances and in 
their grants of additional benefits under 
unemployment and sickness insurance. The 
latter will\be placed on a compulsory na- 
tional basis in 1950. 


For More Competition 


They call attention to the law which 
gives workers two weeks’ vacation with 
pay, and to the extensive system of resorts 
which have been established by the unions 
with state assistance. They stress the 
improved care which has been granted 
to the aged. 

Sweden is well launched on a program 
which employs state initiative to counter- 
balance the deficiencies in free capitalism. 

The Government is now undertaking 
studies of nationalization and is also seek- 
ing to extend the sphere of competition. 
“Working parties” are, for example, 
examining the shoe industry to secure 
improved quality and lowered prices. The 
glass industry is being scrutinized because 
of its poor wages and working conditions. 
The electrical industry is receiving atten- 
tion because of alleged high prices. These 
“working parties” include representatives 
of labor, employers, consumers and the 
state. Seemingly, primary attention is 
given to industries which, due to concen- 


tration, arouse suspicions of monopoly or 


industries which are too competitive. 
Sweden hag a strong trade union move- 
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ment with a membership ef 1,150,000, eff- 
set by an equally vigorous employers’ 
association. The employers employ a 
“strike insurance” fund to pay allowances 
to companies whose workers are on strike. 

Most of the labor movement is Socialist 
in its leanings though there exists a strong 
Communist influence in the mechanical 
trades, White-collar workers are highly 
unionized. Unionization has not brought 
extreme belligerence. While at times con- 
flicts are heated, as in the machinists’ 
strike of 1935, the general spirit is that 
of conciliation. 


A Policy of Gradualism 


The unions hold to their program of 
gradual socialization but wish to proceed 
slowly. As one worker recently put it in 
a Swedish paper: “We wish to be sure 
that we are mature enough to use our po- 
litical power effectively before we move too 
far along the road to Socialism.” 

Sweden hag long been noted for the 
strength and vigor of its co-operative 
movement. Perhaps 10 per cent of the 
retail business ig done by co-operatives, 
which now extend into wholesaling and 


into numerous fields of manufacturing.. 


Less well known but highly important are 
the co-operative housing projects dotted 
throughout the country. 

Swedish co-operatives were originally 
possessed of a strong labor ideology. With 
the passage of time, however, the co-op- 
erative movement has not embraced the 
full social democratic program, Its leader- 
ship still gives lip-service to the ideal but 
in practice tends to share with private 
competitors a distrust of extensive sociali- 
zation, The movement secured a foothold in 
the distributjon of petroleum, in insurance, 
and in a host of other industries. Any 
effort to turn these industries over to 
the state has brought co-operative dissent. 


High Standards of Welfare 


One is tempted to paint Sweden in un- 
duly glowing colors. It has a rich cultural 
life, an educated populace, a level of hous- 
ing that is the envy of other nations, and 
an excellent level of health and medical 
care. It has its union-operated Peoples’ 
Parks with restaurants and entertainment 
centers, which represent a vast improve- 
ment over American recreational facilities, 
The country has differing political ideolo- 
gies but between divergent opinions there 
exists an uncommon spirit of tolerance. 
Its labor relations are relatively stable and 
are unclouded by the intense animosity 
that hag found expression in the United 
States. 

Sweden is by no means a paradise. 
Rather, it is a hard-working country that 
is attempting a gradual socialization pro- 
gram. Given a fair chance, it will con- 
tinue to occupy a leading position in social 
reform, It may indeed in time be rightly 
counted as a conservative nation which 
continues capitalism long after that sys- 
tem may, in many other European coun- 
tries, have gone into the discard.

The Real Need. 


If and when genuine discussions 
begin, intimate, frank and thor- 
ough, that will be the central sub- 
ject of the discussion. It is a sub- 
ject which Churchill, Roosevelt 
and Stalin would at least have 
known how to discuss, however 
difficult it might have been even 
for them to reach agreement. The 
problem now is to find men com- 
petent to discuss it and to create 
the conditions under which they 
could begin to discuss it. 

For the moment all that can be 
said is that though the atmosphere 
is bad, though the statesmen are 
tired and irritable, and disposed 
each to go on playing his own 
phonograph _ record, there is 
throughout the world, in Russia, 
in America and all over Europe, a 
rising popular demand for states- 
men who will seek tne answer, no

President Roosevelt revealed a 
new sidelight on the Roosevelt 
character. Written just two days 
before D-Day, the note contained 
this paragraph: 

“I had a really grand time 
down at Bernie’s (Baruch) — 
slept 12 hours out of the 24, sat 
in the sun, never lost my tem- 
per, and decided to let the 
world go hang. The interesting 
thing is, the world didn’t hang.” 

Sherwood had met Hopkins in 
19388 when he was WPA adminis- 
trator and “didn’t quite like him” 
because he used such phrases as 
we've got to crack down on the 
bastards.” The playwright thought 
this indicated Hopkins was get- 
ting too bi, for his britches, 
After the serious illness, Sher- 
wood and Hopkins became close 
friends and Sherwood cautions his 
readers that this friendship must 
color everything he writes about 


him.

velt sent this message to Stalin: 
“I ask you to treat him (Hopkins) 
with the identical confidence you 


-| would feel if talking directly to 


me.” 

At the Moscow meeting, Stalin 
gave Hopkins a frank and full de- 
scription of the Russian war po- 
sition and of Russia's needs, Hop- 
kins reported to the President 
that Stalin wanted him to know 
that “he would welcome American 
troops on any part of the Rus- 
sian front under the complete 
command of the American Army.” 

(Stalin obviously changed his 
mind. After the United States 
entered the war we encountered 
great difficulties in establishing 
American air bases in Russia and 
only a few of our officers got to 
the Russian front as observers.) 

As might be expected from a 
dramatist, Sherwood introduces 
his hero before recounting his ad- 
ventures in world affairs. He 
notes that as relief administrator 
and Roosevelt intimate Hopkins 
was regarded by many Americans 
as “an Iowa combination of 
Machiavelli and Rasputin,” and

He has refused 
to eat, wash or shave, 

The pilot gave his name as Ivan 
Feodrovich Osmakov. He said he 
is a Soviet Air Force captain, He 
wore no insignia and said he car- 
ried no identification papers. He 
Will be’returned to Soviet author- 

ities. 
, The pilot said he had become 
lost. When he found himself over 
an Airfield with American vehi- 
Cles nearby, he thought he was 
„over Ongjin peninsula airstrip, He 
said he flew. north until he ex- 
hausted his fuel. 

Another Yak-9 was reported 
over Taejon shortly after the 
crashed craft, but it presumably 
flew to North Korea, . 

Taejon is in south central Ko- 
rea~some 90 miles south of the 
United States-Russian occupation 
boundary and south of Seoul, the 
American occupation capital.

Villainy of the Blackest Hue 


E have never read Wilkie Collins's famous mystery novel, 
“THE WOMAN IN WHITE,” published in 1859, giving 
him up after wading through “The Moonstone,” but we 
Suspect that the film version of “The Woman in White,” 
currently at the FOX THEATER, is right in 

the elegant, rococo spirit of the book. — 
There's no time wasted on character 
shading. The heroine, Laura Fairlie (Eleanor 
Parker), iq of Victorian mold, pure, fragile 
and guileless. The hero (Gig Young) is proud, 
honorable and slightly stupid. A weakling, 
the hypochondriac eccentric, Frederick Fairlie 
ohn Abbott) is as weak as a wet dishrag. And the villains, 
Count Fosco and Sir Percival Glyde (Sydney Greenstreet and 
John Emery), are of the blackest hue, sinister, utterly base, 
and without bottom to their infamy. Their dirty work ranges 
from blackmail over an old family scandal and peeping Tomery, 
to brow-beating one girl into insanity and death and attempting 
to drive the heroine herself out of her mind in a plot to gain 
control of the Fairlie fortune. The fat Count Fosco’s beady 
eyes lash his sullen wife into abject submission, reduce Fairlie 
to a state of quivering jelly and have a strange hypnotic effect 
on the heroine and her loyal cousin (Alexis Smith). Sir Percival 
is a polished snake, mad for money and cruel to the core. 
Language of the country gentry is ornate and long-winded. 
Sentences usually include a half-dozen clauses and everyone has 
the working vocabulary of an English professor. Villainy is 
repaid in its own coin. Count Fosco gets a jeweled dagger in 
the back and Sir Percival hag his pate broken by one of his 

own henchmen. 

It is to the credit of the direction and acting that these 
Victorian melgdramatics are given lush trea t and yet escape 
being ludicrous. They are carried off in full-blown style, with 
rich settings and plush histrionics, and made into an absorbing, 
intriguing business, One is almost inclined to propel an indig- 
nant hiss at Count Fosco and to quiver with apprehension as 
the noble cousin offers her fair white body to the despicable 
monster Fosco in exchange for the heroine’s sanity. You'll 
probably enjoy it.

The second feature is “TARZAN AND THE MERMAIDS,” 
with Johnny Weissmuller carrying on as a rather flabby Tarzan 
and Brenda Joyce as his sedate jungle mate. These Tarzan 
movies are fascinating. They live in a dream-world all their 
own. This one is laid, as usual, in Africa, in a pearl-fishing 
community on the seacoast, reached by a mysterious under- 
ground river. As the scenes were photographed around 
Acapulco and other Mexican coastal spots and show Mexicans 
as natives, it would be confusing to anyone who tried to make 
sense out of it, which I hope no one will. Furthermore, the 
name of the kingdom, ruled by a fake god, Balu, is Aquatania, 
not, I also hope, to be confused with the Aquitania of ancient 
Gaul. The introduction of a West Indian calypso singer into 
the plot doesn't help clarify geographical matters much, either. 
There is a newcomer, Linda Christian, a slim, beauteous wench, 
who escapes from a marriage to the hideous Balu by jumping 
into the ocean in a dark two-piece bra and trunks: outfit. 
She emerges wearing a light-colored one-piece outfit with a 
shoulder strap. Fished from the river by Tarzan, with her 
long hair extremely wet and lank, she rests on a couch of skins 
and awakens with a $20 permanent wave curling her hair and a 
couple of ounces of lipstick adorning her lovely mouth. These 
little discrepancies might trouble some spectators. But not 
a true Tarzan fan, no sir. f

Orson Welles, oldest living boy genius of stage and screen, 
has concocted a murder melodrama, “THE LADY FROM

Hunt. 

HE GREATER the number of 

new favorable cards made 

available by a rabbit hunt the 
more advantageous the rabbit 
hunt. Thus if you happen to hold 
a pair of tens there is very little 
point to rabbit hunting with a 
queen that fits one of the tens, 
You are only adding one chance. 
A jack that will fit with one of 
the tens gives you two additional 
chances only and is also a poor 
rabbit hunt. 

Normally the best a rabbit hunt 
‘will give you is four new chances 
but it is possible to pick a rabbit 
card that will add six favorable 
cards to your possibilities, If you 
don't believe me, here is an ex- 
ample: 

You hold the nine of spades, 
hearts and clubs, the eight of 
hearts and the seven of spades. 
None of your other cards fits with 
any of these so you hold one 
matched set and two useless cards. 
Your opponent throws you the 
eight of spades and if you pick 
it up you will hold a multiple com- 
bination of two interlocking 
matched sets and any one of six 
cards (the ten or seven of hearts, 
the six of spades, the fourth nine, 
or either missing eight) will give 
you two separate matched sets. 
This represents the most favor- 
able rabbit hunt from the pure 
standpoint of offense. Not only do 
you acquire six possible winning 
cards but three of these six (the 
ten and seven of hearts and the 
nine of diamonds) have no appar- 
ent relationship to the rabbit card, 

Maybe your opponent will be 
smart enough to figure out what 
you are up to. Even if he is, he 
won't be able to block you in all 
six places. — this is one 
spot where you should rabbit hunt 
unless you feel very strongly that 
the card you will have to discard 
will enable your opponent to 
knock or gin. In that case, of 
course, you must play safe and 
refuse to rabbit hunt.

ASE Q-254: When my grandmother, aged 84, was visiting 
us some years ago, she described her early married life on 
an Indiana farm. 

As she told how my grandfather had contracted a sudden 
and acute case of pneumonia from 
over exposure while laying tile to 
drain one of the wet fields, she did 
something I had never seen her do 
before. 

“I remember I was taking the 
ashes out of the cook stove in the 
kitchen,” she reminisced. “I had 
just opened the door and had the 
shovel in my hand, when the doctor 
hurried out of the east bedroom and 
told me that John was gone. I 
hadn’t known he was that sick. ... 

ä u was such a... shock,” and she. 
broke out in sobbing which shook her whole body. 
Never before had I seen her sob. 
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THIS SOBBING was more typical of the young woman who 
has suddenly lost her swectheart or husband, yet my grand- 
mother was 84 years old. It impressed me from the psycho- 
logical angle. If you will check back on your own experiences, 
too, you will realize that old people seldom show great outward 
evidence of emotions. They are usually quite philosophical 
about death. They may dab at their eyes with a handkerchief, 
while tears trickle down their wrinkled cheeks, but they seldom 
lose control of themselves and actually sob. Moreover, it had 
been 50 years since my grandfather's death, but this half 
century had not effaced her emotional reactions, although it 
had withered her skin and stooped her shoulders.

I POINT OUT these observations on human behavior to 


show that the devotion of true love is not dependent upon the 
youthful functioning of glands.

brary it is something that calls 
for an investigation. It happened 
here in Columbia and is vouched 
for Miss Marjorie Sheetz, the 
head librarian. As she tells it this 
boy came in when the picture 
show down the street was about 
to start. Feeling that an explana- 
tion was due he said: “Mom gave 
me money to go to the show, but 
I'd rather come here.” 

Then there was a little girl who 
was going away to California. She 
told Miss Sheetz about it. Miss 
Sheetz said that was fine. Just 
think of all the wonderful things 
that a little girl would see in Cali- 
fornia, the orange ves and the 
ocean and everything. Almost in 
tears the little girl said: “Yes but 
os won't have the library to come 


‘That is the way a lot of Colum- 
bia children feel about the library 
because they have a Book Room 
and a Music Box there. Not just a 
children’s department and a music 
department, you understand, but 
rooms that are their very own. 

The appreciation of the children 
is the measure of what Miss 
Sheetz and her assistant, Mrs. Bet- 
ty Rottmann, have done for them 
and the proof that what they have 
done is good. 

What they have done, under dif- 
ficulties and without much money 
for the purpose, has been to cre- 
ate within the pattern of the pub- 
lic library a children’s library that 
is distinct and distinctive, just 
their size, and they love it.

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New Vaccine 
Used Against 


Tuberculosis 
By C. A. Dean, M.D. 


ORE and more is being heard 
avout BCG vaccine. This is 

a vaccine against tuberculosis 
which has been used successfully 
in Europe and some other coun- 
tries. It is named after two 
Frenchmen, Calmette and Guerin, 
and BCG stands for bacillus (T. 
B.) of Calmette and Guerin. This 
vaccine is an old strain of tuber- 
culosts organisms which has been 
grown since 1906 to have some of 
its strength knocked out of it. 


When injected into humans the 
vaccine is still strong enough, how- 
ever, to promote the bodily de- 
fenses against tuberculosis. Ideal- 
ly, the vaccine is given to small 
children before they have been 
exposed to this disease. In this 
way the body has a chance to 
build up defenses as it were, be- 
fore the enemy (in this instance 
the T.B. organism) invades it. 


Much controversy has existed 
relative to the value of this vac- 
cine, but large scale experiments 
have pretty well established the 
value of it. This vaccine will un- 
questionably be used more and 
more in the future, but at the 
present time is not yet available 
outside of the special and con- 
trolled study groups.

Braised Shoulder of Veal 


Five pounds shoulder of veal, 
three tablespoons- enriched all- 
purpose flour, one and one-half 
teaspoons salt, two teaspoons dry 
mustard, one and one-half tea- 
spoons powdered’ ginger, two 
tablespoons fat, one-half cup to- 
mato juice. 

Mix flour, salt, mustard and 
ginger together thoroughly. Coat 
veal with mixture, rubbing it in 
well. Heat fat in heavy kettle 
or Dutch oven and brown well on 
all sides. Add tomato juice, cover 
and simmer slowly for two and 
one-half to three hours, or until 
tender when pierced with a fork. 
Serve hot with drippings from 
kettle. - 

Note: Leftover veal may be 
served cold, sliced thin with a 


vegetable or fruit salad; or it may 
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be heated in a curry sauce and 
served over steamed rice.
